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OLYMPIC MEMBERSHIP 

A telegram came last week from the treasurer of Zone 4 of 
the Olympic International Equestrian Corporation Committee: 
“Entry blanks being forwarded to you. Insufficient funds; whole 
Olympic program in danger. Prospect for Indiantown Gap looks 
dim.” This is not very optimistic news for those who wish to see 
the United States have an Olympic Equestrian Team to represent 
them in international competition. In fact it sounds downright grim. 
It is not known how other Zone committees are making out but as 
the appeal for help has come through the Zone Committee from the 
headquarters of the corporation in New York, it would seem that the 
shortage of funds is national in scope. at 

The entry blank is printed underneath this item as it is hoped 
that those who are not personally solicited may wish to tear out this 
form and send it in to the committee in order that they may be listed 
among those patriotic horsemen who wish to do something for this 
country’s cooperative effort to produce a good riding team. The total 
amount which it is estimated that will be necessary is $250,000 to 
select and carry a team through the Olympic matches in Helsinki in 
1952. If 1,250 people throughout the country would each give $200 
it would provide the necessary ante. This is too much money for 
some to give and yet a number will be able to give more than this. 

In a case like this, in which the majority of those interested can 
be reached at various sporting events throughout the country, each 
zone committee should consider a group of solicitors, who would 
canvas at every: one of the 100 odd horse shows, race meetings, hunter 
trials, point-to-points the rest of the season. An organization of 
such scope could easily be put together by ascertaining, even at 
this late date, the equine events in each area from a check of The 
Chronicle’s sporting calendar. Local secretaries of these events 
would be able in every instance to suggest reliable, conscientious and 
capable people who should be able to touch the conscience and the 
pocketbook of responsive and susceptible horsemen. This is a cause 
of real worth. It is important to the prestige of this country that 
we be well represented at International Competitions as well as at 
such unpleasant occupations as the recapture of Korea for the United 
Nations. An average of $100 from 2,500 horsemen the country over 
should not be too much to ask for a cause that helps to put across the 
prestige of our country before a world, vast sections of which must 
see democracy to believe in it. It is pertinent, too, that a great 
portion of the masses of the world are still far more dependent on 
the horse for a way of life than are we in mechanized America. 

Good horses and good horsemanship can be 4s real a symbol of 
the vitality and force of a country as are tanks and guns on Korea and 
a more convincing way of saying our way of life is good and sound 
based on a universal spirit of cooperation and fair play whether it be 
in business or sport. At least a nationally supported team shows we 
are here to play the game as hard as each knows how for every 
worthwhile endeavor. 

This is a patriotic effort and as such is as much the concern of 
the man on the street as the high income horseman with income tax 
money to spend. Five dollars can go a long way in helping this cause 
and there are many thousands of patriotic spirited citizens all over 
the country who would be willing to give this sum to have the United 
States properly represented along with other nations of the world in 
Olympic competition. When one reads of international competitions 
of equestrian teams performing on the continent or in the South 
Americas or right in our own country and finds a United States team 
conspicuous for its absence one wonders if patriotism burns as bright- 
ly as it did when America was far less important to the welfare and 
peace of the world than it is today. Whether it is the $500 bracket 
or the $1.00 bracket, makes very little differente provided American 
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people will together put across the idea that our country should com- 
pete with the other nations of the world in equestrian competition, 
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that this was much to 
for him. 

In his tour of Virginia in Sep- 
tember I do hope Mr. Stacy will visit 
the “Heart of Historic Virginia” 
and see some really beautiful coun- 
try, ideal living conditions and won- 
derful people. 

We Virginians believe that here 
we have the finest natural fox-hunt- 
ing and riding country in the world, 
and fine horses too!

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EGLINTON MASTER’S SHIELD 
COMPETITIONS 


The Eglinton Hunt, Toronto, Can- 
ada, has long sought to provide acti- 
vities through the off season 
months. In days gone by when 
Eglinton had an arena, one of the 
most outstanding extra _ activities 
was the Master’s Shield which con- 
sisted of a series of weekly perfor- 
mance competitions run through the 
winter months. The traditional Mas- 
ter’s Shield is still carried on but 
with changes in conditions to better 
suit existing circumstances. 

The Master’s Shield was original- 
ly presented py the late George 
3eardmore, M. F. H., to encourage 
more people into the hunting field 
by developing their horses as jump- 
ers. Conditions have been altered 
from the previous competition which 
was scored on performance only in 
order to carry out Mr. Beardmore’s 
original idea. A series of perfor- 
mance competitions is still carried 
on but has now come to be known as 
the President’s Cup, which is run in 
the spring, while the Master’s Shield 
takes place during summer evenings 
and is directed more specifically to 
hunters than performance horses. 

This is the 4th year for the Mas- 
ter’s Shield under the revised con- 
ditions but the explanation has been 
given in order to distinguish it from 
the former Master’s Shield which 
was known both here and in the U. 
S. A. as the schooling ground of 
most of Canada’s best performance 
horses a dozen years ago. 

The weekly competitions in the 
series were worked out in order to 
put definite emphasis on the three 
things considered most essential to 
a good hunter, with the fourth day 
being a composite of the first three 
phases. 

The first phase provided a course 
to test the training of horses with 
manners and handiness counting 50 
percent each. Horses very definitely 
showed an improvement over form- 
er years. The winner was Stewart 
Treviranis’ Rustom which raced as 
Victory Mark up to this year. L. C. 
Powell’s Hi Boy, ridden by John 
Rumble, won this section of the 
Junior Shield. 

Courses for the other days used 
the paddocks and permanent jumps 
on the Eglinton property. Emphasis 
for the second day was put on jump- 
ing ability with some fences higher 
than in other courses; 25 percent 
was also given for hunter type but 
it was so worded in that if the term 
conformation had been used, some 
useful hunters with blemishes might 
have been discarded. Miss Janet 
Rough’s Kando won the Senior while 
Jim Elder’s Verecrusano won the 
Junior. 

The third day’s emphasis was on 
pace and galloping ability. Lt. Col. 
Charles Baker’s Dad’s Double took 
1st for this phase with Cecil Phil- 
lips’ Teslin the winner of the Junior 
section. 

The fourth and final day was a 
composite of the qualities looked 
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for in the previous ones. Miss Nancy 
Shannon’s Indiscretion, ridden by 
Tom Gayford, won (Senior) which 
gave her the highest total points for 
the Shield. Miss Sandra Powell’s 
Flicka won the Junior which like- 
wise gave her the greatest number 
of points in that section. 

The Master, Maj. Charles Kind- 
ersley, also presented a _ separate 
trophy to Stewart Treviranis as the 
person who gained the most points 
in the competition and who had 
shown staunch support of hunting by 
turning out to more than 1-4 of the 
meets last season.—Contributed by 
Broadview, Chronicle Correspon- 
dent.

The show welcomes all, whether 
in blue jeans or hunting attire. Top 
riders come to relax and have fun 
showing and the beginners come to 
learn and receive encouragement. If 
a pony or a horse needs to be lifted 
bodily over a jump, it is done so that 
all may ‘‘get around” and feel that 
they have accomplished something. 
The show was started primarily to 
give all children a full day of their 
own (‘‘full’’ is department of under- 
statement), and whether he or she 
owns a horse or a turtle or just a 
funny old hat, he or she can still be 
“in the show’. The fifty odd cos- 
tumes that paraded before the an- 
nouncer’s stand this year certainly 
indicates a different method of judg- 
ing and more prizes for next year—- 
Contributed by Louise Coffin, Chron- 
icle Correspondent.

The gain in attendance and betting 
as Saratoga, while slight, was high- 
lighted a little by the drop during 
the first week at Aqueduct, as being 
Saratoga’s own and not the part of 
a trend. At Saratoga, if you haven’t 
the figures handy, attendance went 
up by 1,561 for the 24 days, which 
is of course neglible. But betting 
gained by $842,429, which isn’t neg- 
ligible at all, representing added re- 
venue of approximately $42,000 to 
the association. 


Aqueduct’s first week drew 108, 
295 customers to the grounds, and 
they bet a total of $7,594,232, But 
last year, during the same period— 
no holidays included in either case 
—the attendance was 118,417 and 
the betting was $8,024,079. And 
this was after getting off in front, 
for the opening day beat last year 
both in attendance and handle. 
Weather possibly had something to 
do with this, for the latter part of 
the week was very sticky and un- 
comfortable, and though the Satur- 
day program was run off under clear 
skies, the day suggested rain until 
about noon. But the notion here is

that weather wasn’t responsible for 
it all. 

By a shifting around of the stakes 
events, the Discovery Handicap was 
run on opening day this year. It 
made a fairly good race and it drew 
a better crowd. By the same shift- 
ing, the Bay Shore Handicap was the 
feature on Saturday this year. This 
is at seven furlongs and | can’t get 
too enthusiastic about it. Last year 
the Saturday feature was the Aque- 
duct Handicap, which drew Wine 
List, Loser Weeper, Better Self, Con- 
niver, Royal Governor, Donor, My 
Request, Three Rings, and several 
others, and it was a fine race. This 
year’s Saturday crowd was 4,000 
lower, and it confirms a suspicion I 
have harbored for years, despite ar- 
guments from more experienced 
people, that there are at least a few 
prospective patrons who look at 
the racing fare which is offered and 
come or stay away accordingly. The 
fare at Aqueduct has not been re- 
markable up to here.

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which he had passed in his run thr- 
ough the upper stretch. This time 
he went out in a hurry and locked 
up with Guillotine, and though he 
couldn't quite stay with him on the 
turn he took over again in the upper 
stretch, and then was caught in the 
last seventy yards by Piet, which 
did all his running in the last quar- 
ter-mile. 3ut he did the first six 
furlongs in a whistling 1:10, which 
is two-fifths of a second under the 
track record, and he could be par- 
doned for weakening a little at the 
end. As you probably know, he was 
just around the house until he was 
a 5-year-old, and since then he’s 
won 16 races and $67,720. 

The winner, Peter Markey’s home- 
pred Piet (pronounced ‘‘Pete’’), is 
a 5-year-old son of Grand Slam, 
which also raced for Markey when 
he was a partner in the Bomar 
Stable with C. B. Bohn. In the main 
he has been a sprinter, good enough 
to beat Coaltown in the Skokie 
Handicap of 1948, and to lick Oly- 
mpia in the Toboggan this year. But 
give him mud—nice, wet, gooey mud 

and he might beat anybody’s horse 
at any distance. This year he got 
a track which was as muddy as 
tracks get, and he won’the Whitney 
Stakes at a mile and a quarter, with 
such as Capot, Adile, and Sun Bah- 
ram behind him. 


It was mud that gave Grand Slam 
his richest victory—the Arlington 
Futurity of 1935. He started out 
by getting left at the post. Since the 
track was very deep, the other riders 
stayed out from the rail, and young 
Jimmy Bryson, with nothing to lose, 
put Grand Slam on the rail and went 
to riding. Grand Slam beat the ears 
off Tintagel, to which he was giving 
five pounds, and picked up $45,135 
for the afternoon. 

Piet doesn’t have to have a wet 
track to run well, though I suspect 
it extends the distance he can go. 
He has won 14 of his 51 starts and 
$218,540 to date. His dam, Val- 
dina Lark, by Blue Larkspur, won 


one race, and though she has had 
several other winners she has had 
nothing approaching Piet in class. 


Fred Hooper and a dozen of his 
horses got into Belmont Park last 
Saturday, and that afternoon Hooper 
announced that he intended to retire 
Olympia to the stud after the pre- 
sent season. The 4-year-old is still 
in racing condition, and the hope 
is that he’ll run two or three times 
at Belmont. After that he goes to 
Dan Rice’s Danada Farm, a relative- 
ly new establishment cut out of the 
old Idle Hour Stock Farm of Col. E. 
R. Bradley. There’s another Brad- 
ley touch, too, for Danada is manag- 
ed by Olin Gentry, who used to 
manage Idle Hour. 

Olympia goes to the stud with 
high credentials. He is a son of the 
successful *Heliopolis, out of the 
stakes mare, Miss Dolphin, and he 
has won 15 of his 40 races and $365, 
282. In the spring of 1949 he seem- 
ed to have things at his mercy, hav- 
ing won the San Pasqual in Califor- 
nia, the Flamingo in Florida, and 
mopped up both Experimentals and 
the Wood at Jamaica. The Derby 
and the Jersey Stakes, however, de- 
monstrated he would not go a mile 
and a quarter in top company, and 
his subsquent victories have been 
mostly at sprint distances. 

Once I would have said that this 
distance limitation would lessen his 
chances of success in the stud, but 
now I believe that the best qualities 
a horse can carry into the stud in 
this country are extremely high 
speed and the ability to carry it a 
mile and a sixteenth or a mile and 
a furlong, and as instances I give 
you Bulli Lea, Menow, and Fighting 
Fox. Olympia had the speed—Bill 
Cunningham caught him in :32 2-5 
for the first three furlongs of the 
Arlington Futurity and said it was 
the fastest three-eighths he had ever 
clocked, and of course you know 
he beat a top quarter-horse at two 
furlongs. And he got up to a mile 
and a furlong in the Flamingo Stakes 
and was able to hold Palestinian, by 
the hardest, in the Wood, at a mile 
and a sixteenth. So I’d guess he’ll 
do.

Opening Day At Aqueduct Sees Genancoke 


Defeat Lock And Key 


In 7 Field Allowance; 


Louis Stoddard’s Bengal Wins Over Hurdles

The thirty-third running of the 
Harbor Hill was quite a happy event 
for Owner-trainer Rigan McKinney 
who sent out his own horse, Hot to 
make the pace, and his mother’s, 
Mrs. Corliss Sullivan’s Allier to mop 
up the opposition during the closing 
stages of the race. This proved to be 
an unnecessary precaution, for Hot 
took the lead shortly after’ the 
break, and was never headed there- 
after. Allier was never worse than 
fourth in the field of five during the 
running, moved up in the last quar- 
ter, and at the finish there was noth- 
ing between him and the winner ex- 
cept twelve lengths. This of course 
had the very practical advantage of 
adding $2,000 in second money to 
the McKinney-Sullivan coffers. in 
addition to the $7,600 for first 
place. 

As a contest however, the Harbor 
Hill left something to {be desired. 
The three who chose to oppose the 
McKinney trained entry were *Kip 
per, making his first outing since 
last spring, Sea Legs, and Genan- 
coke, the latter a winner just four 
days previous on the opening day, 
but heavy rains on the day preceding 
the Harbor Hill had turned the in- 
field into what was described as 
slow. In his previous races Genan- 
coke had never shown any liking 
for a soft course, but nonetheless 
ran well in second place, five or six 
lengths behind Hot, a position he did 
not relinquish unti! overtaken by 
Allier rounding into the home 
stretch. *Kipper ran well in third 
.place, and was in a contending pos!i- 
tion when he parted company with 
his rider at the tenth jump. while 
Sea Legs trailed the field for the en- 
tire trip, and was never a contender 

Hot was handled by Paddy Smith- 
wick and ran the two miles in 3:47 
2-5, some six seconds off the re- 
cord, but good time for the sodden 
course. This represented Hot’s first 
stakes victory, and his first win this 
year in eight starts. Both the dis- 
tance, a shorter two miles than Sara- 
toga’s about distance, and the soft 
going were to his liking. 

The afternoon was hot and 
steamy, and perhaps for this reason, 
Rigan McKinney was not attired in 
his brilliantly checked lucky coat. 
Instead he wore a light linen jacket 
and slightly darker trousers. In view 
of this somber attire, the rumor 
quickly went round that he was 
studying for the ministry. On very 
reliable sources, this writer can 
state that there is probably no truth 
to the rumor. 

The opening day ‘chase at Aque- 
duct on Monday was an allowance 
affair which drew 7 starters, of 
which three were trained by Jack 
Skinner including the veteran cam- 
paigner, Rokeby Stables’ Genancoke. 
The public very correctly made the 
entry an odds-on favorite, and at 
the wire, it was Genancoke — six 
lengths on top, after overtaking the 
stakes mare, Lock and Key going to 
the last jump. Ten lengths further 
back, Band T.eader was third in the 
parade, while Refugio and Tourist 
list finished up the stretch in that 
order. The other two thirds of the 
Skinner trained entry did not com- 
plete the course, Repose fell at the 
eighth jump, and My Good Man 
tossed his rider at the third. 

A claiming hurdle race on Tues- 
day drew a good sized field, and was 
a good contest with M. A. Cush- 
man’s Escarp the winner by a length 
and a half under the handling of 
Tommy Field. Escarp tumped into 
the lead shortly after the hreak, but 
hod a battle for leadership with 
Peno Sam for more than a turn of 
the field, the latter getting to the 
front for several hvrdles, but going 
down the far sice the last time, 
Msearp regained the lead and held 
i¢ to the end. The runner-up was 
Boomerang who ran a surprisingly 
eood race, and closed very well in 
the stretch run. A length and a quar- 
ter hack. Reno Ssm_= saved third, 
while Oniet, the favorite, was anoth- 
er length and a half away in fourth 
position. 


Louis Stoddard, who skipped the 
Saratoga meeting, sent a very fresh 
and fit horse to the post in a hurdle 
on Wednesday. It was his own horse, 
Bengal, a three-year-old, by Tiger 
out of Tremendous, which had shown 
well in several outings this spring. 
Albert Foot was in the saddle, and 
he kept Bengal close to the pace set 
by Roman Way, urged him going to 
the last jump, and then won easily, 
although his winning margin was 
only a length. Roman Way was mak- 
ing his first start since spring, when 
he was hurt, and ran an excellent 
race on the front end for most of the 
mile and a half and then appeared 
to tire. Four and a half lengths back, 
Seven Pillars was third, three parts 
of a length in front of *Solar Count. 
The latter, a high priced English 
importation, was making his second 
start in this country, and came from 
way back. Bach of his two starts 
thus far have been at the mile and 
a half distance and in each he has 
given the suggestion that a longer 
distance may suit him better. 

A field of seven well matched 
hurdlers went postward on Friday, 
in The Sumatra, a mile and a half 
test for horses which had not won 
twice since last July 1949 except for 
claiming races. Off his two recent 
wins in claiming company, Escarp 
was installed as favorite, but he 
came off fourth best at the finish, 
with the camera heing used to settle 
the matter. Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Alphabetical received the decision, 
Sanford Stud Farms *Roll Call 2nd, 
a British importation, next and then 
Big Sun and Escarp. More overnight 
rain kept the infield on the slow 
side, so the time of 2:48 2-5 about 
eight seconds off the course record, 
was not unusual, but it. was a nice 
win for the Clark horse. Dolly 3vers 
his trainer, put Flint Schulhoffer 
up, and the boy rode a good race, 
saving ground most of the way, mov- 
ing up in the last quarter, and fin- 
hing on the mtcide, Roth *Rol] 
Call 2nd and Big Sun engaged in a 
head and head duel for most of the 
Way, and were just nipped by the 
winner in the closine strides. The 
race had a tragie aspect for it mark- 
ed the last outing for Brookmeade 
Stable’s Whirl Alone. At the last 
hurdle the Whirlaway gelding was 
three or four lengths off the leaders, 
met the fence wrong and stumbled 
onto his off forelee in landing. It 
appeared that he scrambled with his 
near leg to avoid going down, re- 
gained his feet, but in the next 
stride it was apparent that he had 
broken his near foreleg. Danny Mar- 
zani, his rider went over his head, 
and the horse came to a standstill, 
broadside to Monterey, who was 
another ‘length or so behind him. 
Adams up on the latter, tried to 
avoid Whirl Along, but could not 
and ran right into him, felling the 
srookmeade jumper. Fortunately 
Marzani escaped with nothing more 
than a few pruises.

Putting the Jump In A Hunter Takes 
Many Miles In A Schooling Pen; Constant 
Repetition Until Jumping Becomes Routine

There are many people that hunt 
who are not familiar with the 
amount of time, patience and hard 
work that is essential in making a 
top hunter. They are more intimate 
with the finished product following 
a pack of hounds than the raw mat- 
erial and the effort that has been 
put into it in order that they may 
enjoy their hunting. 

The term hunter is used in the 
proader sense in order to include 
the conformation aristocrat of the 
show ring as well as his country 
cousin, or vice-versa. It is a well 
known fact that one does not take 
a $10,000 conformation hunter and 
follow hounds three times a week 
any more than one would take the 
huntsman’s honorably scarred old 
hunter and expect to win a confor- 
mation or working hunter classes. 
There are exceptions of course, and 
eranted, your favorite hunter might 
well win a working hunter class. 
However, he can see a gap in a line 
fence before you can, so don’t be too 
harsh on him when he skirts a four 
panel fence at the show. 

What makes a good hunter good? 
If this question were asked of the 
best trainers, the answers would be 
as many ahd varied as the people 
questioned. Basically these trainers 
use the same tactics in a different 
manner to get the same_ results. 
They would tell you that a good 
hunter was the sum total of many 
qualities; some endowed, the re- 
mainder put there py the trainer. Of 
those put there by the trainer the 
ability to jump is of prime impor- 
tance, and this ability is enhanced 
by repetition. In fact repetition is 
the key to success in making the 
acme in hunters. 

Whether given in small doses or 
in large, if given properly, and pro- 
perly means the amount the indivi- 
dual that is peing trained will stand, 
he need never go stale. Further- 
more, the individual will learn more 
rapidly and retain the knowledge or 
part of it, if given a small dose of 
the preceding day’s work before 
starting a new lesson. 

I] have seen Morton W. (Cappy) 
Smith of Middleburg, Va., school a 
horse that he was trying to put some 
jump in, over the same fence for 30 
minutes. The horse was on a lunge 
line and through continuous reveti- 
tion, was going around the circle 
like the sweep hand on a stop watch, 
never hesitating or breaking stride 
when approaching the jump. 

Alex Calvert of Warrenton, Va., 
will do the same thing and neither 
one of these young trainers will put 
a young hunter at a new obstacle 
until it has thoroughly mastered a 
preceding schooling. 

The miles that a green hunter will 
travel in a schooling pen would be 
unbelievable, yet it is this constant 
repetition that puts the jump in him. 
Hunters are first schooled around 
the pen with the jumps taken out so 
as to become familiar with the pen. 
Then very low jumps are set up. 
After the young hunters have taken 
them with ease, the jumps are rais- 
ed, but never at a height that will 
frighten the animal and cause him 
to refuse, Through this procedure 
he learns to jump properly and get 
so he likes it. 

After the young hunter has mas- 
tered the schooling pen and the 
course set up at the home stable, he 
is taken across country in company 
with a qualified hunter to give him 
a lead in new territory, which also 
improves his jumping ability. If he 
can handle strange fences properly 
he is ready for light hunting. How- 
ever this does not mean that the 


schooling pen and courses at home g 
are forgotten. He still gets themg 


but at heights that are commensur- 
able to his ability. Or just to keep 
the jump in him and as ‘Cappy 
says “to do it right’’.

Our puppy, mark you! It is the 
puppy-walker speaking and with 
justifiable pride. For no Master of 
Hounds, however good a hound 
breeder he may be, can successfully 
breed up a pack in his kennel un- 
less he has at his command plenty 
of good homes to which he can send 
his puppies during their growing 
days. But let us begin at the be- 
ginning. 

“As the twig is bent, so will it 
grow.”’ I think I’ve got the tag right, 
but that, at any rate, is the sense 
of it. For the physical development 
of the foxhound, and to a large ex- 
tent his mental equipment also, de- 
pends on his early life. And it is 
most desirable that at this stage he 
should not remain in kennel. 

It is every huntsman’s ambition 
to get his whelps early. This of 


Graves 


course depends on when his brood 
bitches come into use. One or two 
of his most valued matrons may 
not oblige at the right time; but 


puppies whelped at the end of April 
or early in May, with all the warm 
summer before them, get a _ better 


start then those that come later. 
And a late puppy is likely to be 
backward in his first season. 


The whelping season is always 
rather an anxious time; so much 
depends on it. A bitch nearing her 
time should be allowed to roam at 
large as much as possible. Let her 
make her nest of her own accord, 
in her accustomed sleeping place, 
without feeling constricted to do so, 
or she may eat her puppies. A wise 
huntsman will always have his eye 
on possible foster-mothers:on which 
he can lay his hands; for in the case 
of large litters not more than four 
or five puppies should be left on 
the bitch, if they are to do well.

kennels, and apparently has some- 
thing to do with the soil, but re- 
mains rather a mystery. At any 
rate I have known kennels that suf- 
fered from-it habitually on their 
original site to be completely free 
once they had removed elsewhere. 
There is a long-standing supersti- 
tion among huntsmen that it can 
be averted by keeping a goat at the 
kennels, but I have never learnt 
the explanation. It is just one of 
those curious things; for but few 
hunt servants are probably aware 
that among ancients the goat was re- 
garded as the emblem of fertility. 
But there is nothing better than 
goat’s milk for young puppies. 

Having safely got over his various 
accouchments, the huntsman’s next 
consideration is to get his puppies 
started in life; and for this purpose 
he wants to get them away from ken- 
nels as soon as he can. Having cut 
their dew-claws (usually in the first 
week), got them eventually weaned, 
they are usually ready to got out 
about their seventh or eighth week. 
There are excellent reasons why he 
should wish to get them off his 
hands at this stage. The first con- 
sideration is that growing puppies 
must have their full liberty and in- 
dividual attention. During the sum- 
mer the hunt staff are busy getting 
the old hounds straight for the 
coming season, and have no time to 
attend to 20 couple or more of pup- 
pies. Secondly the risk of distemper 
losses is greatly reduced by this 
dispersal. This dread disease, in 
its various forms, once started at 
the kennels, may run like wildfire, 
and the whole prospective entry may 
be lost. 

THE MASTER’S PRAYER. 

Master and huntsman, therefore, 
now begin their blandishments on 
their most likely supporters to in- 
duce them to adopt a couple of pup- 
pies for the next six months. This 
is not always so easy. Some for- 
tunate hunts have a tradition in this 
matter, and there are always plenty 
of good ‘‘walks’’, chiefly amongst 
the farmers, available; and there 
is none better than a farm walk. In 
other neighborhoods there is some- 
times a bit of reluctance, for it is 
only the most genuine sportsman— 
and hi: wife—who have sufficent 
altruism in their make-up to wel- 
come ‘these turbulent visitors into 
their home. For walking hound 
puppies is not all jam. Much pro- 
paganda has to be done at the an- 
nual Puppy Show, when the lot of 
the previous year come up for judg- 
ment. At these functions every 
Master, with varying degrees of elo- 
quence, makes the same_ speech. 
“For what we have received in the 
past, let us be truly thankful; but 
may we have much more, please, in 
the coming season.’’ Those people 
who have always walked puppies, 
and always intend to, then look 
slightly smug; those that have been 
wavering about it, make up their 
minds to take the plunge, and feel 
duly virtuous—rather like taking 
up church going; while those who 
ought to walk puppies and don’t, try 
to avoid catching the Master’s eye, 
knowing that his remarks are direct- 
ed at themselves. 

True, the people who take pup- 
pies have something to put up with 
usually, and it is the lady of the 
house who bears the brunt. It is her 
kitchen they invade, her garden that 
gets the wear and tear; her cats 
they chase, and her shoes they wor- 
ry; hers is the paint they scratch, 
and hers the cushions they are found 
lying on if they get half a chance. 
or, with all the good intentions in 
the world, it is next to impossible 
to keep them out of the house; 
hound puppies are the most sociable 
people in the world,——*..and such 
darlings!” It is from such homes as 
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these that the best puppies come, 

And the older they get, the more 
rampageous they become, and the 
neighbours start complaining. Ang 
they do fall sick sometimes, or get 
under motorcars, and in fact are g 
perfect nuisance, the only consola- 
tion being that in an emergency, 
they can be sent back to kennel, But 
the conscientious puppy-walker 
keeps his till the bitter end; anq 
when the time comes, there is always 
a pang at parting. For however 
much you may harden your heart, 
they have a way with them that 
gets you. And later on your reward 
comes, when you see your late pro- 
teges distinguishing themselves with 
the pack, and on the way home after 
a good hunt the huntsman remarks, 
“Your couple are entering well! 
That Ravager, he’s going to be a 
darned good hound next season,” 
and little Dainty sidles out of the 
pack and pushes her nose into your 
hand. 


ON PUPPY-WALKING 

And now I would venture a little 
advice to the novice puppy-walker, 
In the first place, always take a 
couple, rather than a single hound, 
Two together are really less trouble: 
they keep each other company and 
amused, and thrive on competition. 
A puppy that -has lived alone will 
probably be a bit dumb when he re- 
turns to kennel. 

When your guests first arrive— 
fat and cuddly little morsels, with 
ungainly legs and feet, high domed 
heads and huge floppy ears, they 
will probably only show their black 
markings; the tan colouring comes 
out later. They should be housed 
in a warm shed or stable, with their 
sleeping bench raised off the floor, 
out of the way of draughts. Hygiene 
is of course essential. Clean them out 
daily, but be careful how you wash 
down with disinfectant, especially 
carbolic preparations; they may lick 
it off the floor if left to dry, with 
disastrous results. See they have 
fresh water every day, and bed them 
down in wheat straw, which should 
be made up every day and changed 
frequently. As to food, bread and 
milk and a little chopped meat will 
be their diet at first, three small 
meals a day. As they grow bigger 
they will want meat, which can be 
fed raw, oatmeal porridge, which 
promotes bone development, and 
milk; bones are good for their teeth 
and keep them amused. 

As to their general health: Al- 
ways be on the look out for worms. 
Your puppies have probably been 
‘“‘wormed”’ before they left kennel, 
but it’s ten to one they’ll get them 
again; puppies always do. Some 
people will tell you that cow’s milk 
gives them worms, and they should 
have the dried variety out of a tin, 
but on this I have an open mind. If 
your puppies are getting pot-bellied 
and dull in their coats you can bet 
your bottom dollar’ they’ve_ got 
worms, even if they don’t pass any. 
But don’t try to worm them your- 
self; get the huntsman to come and 
do it. The dose has to be judged 
with great nicety, according to size 
and age, and all worm preparations 
are dangerous in an overdose. 

Keep a close watch for skin trou- 
ble. Fleas, of course, should never 
be allowed, and as for lice—why 
such a thing is never mentioned in 
a decent home! Nevertheless, it has 
occurred. Foxhounds have very sen- 
sitive skins and eczema is not un- 
common. At the first sign of scratch- 
ing, look for signs of redness under 
the elbows or in the groin, and get 
professional advice. Don’t be dis- 
mayed if mange is diagnosed; it is 
more common than you may think, 
and practically all forms are curable, 
Cleanliness is the best preventative.

And beware of rats! They dis- 
seminate the deadly germ of “‘yel- 
lows’, or canine jaundice, through 
their urine and should be ruthless- 
lv exterminated. As for distemper, 
don’t worry till it happens; and it 
probably won’t if the puppies have 
been inoculated. But at the first 
signs—running nose and husking 
cough, let the Master or huntsman 
know; and you may find yourself 
let in for a bit of sick-nursing. 

But such things as these may 
never occur, and there is no reason 
at all why your puppies should not 


remain perfectly healthy. And as 
I have already remarked, healthy 
puppies require plenty of liberty. 


They will never develop properly, 
either physical or mentally, if kept 
continually shut up. Still less should 
they ever be tied up. If they are, 
they will inevitably be crooked in 
front, through straining against the 
eollar. 

In the ideal home the puppies have 
the run of the place; though I think 
puppy-walkers may be allowed a 
wired-in run in which to put them, 
say when the vicar and his wife come 
to tea, or other such social occas- 
ions. Liberty, however, does not 
mean full license; unless you can 
manage to install a bit of discipline, 
you'll be in for trouble. Puppies must 
must know their names, come when 
called, and learn elementary obe- 
dience. Not only will your own life 
then be easier, but so will theirs 
when they return to kennel. Motor 
traffic is, I think, the chief bugbear, 
especially if your house lies near 
a main road. But it is the Master’s 
responsibility when he sends them 
out, and he knows the risks just as 
well as you do. The only answer is 
that the puppies must take their 
chance, and it’s amazing how quick- 
ly they learn sense. One may hesi- 
tate these days to take them out 
hacking exercise, if there is much 
road work involved. But the more 
they see of the world, the sharper 
and more alert will they become. 
THE HUNTSMAN’S TASK 

The time comes when your task 
is finished, and you send back to 
kennel a couple of husky young 
foxhounds, well grown and fit, which 
the huntsman now has to make into 
useful members of the pack. 

When first returned to kennel, 
the young hounds may go back a bit 
in condition. Like new boys at 
school, they feel strange and home- 
sick, and it takes a little time to ac- 
custom them to the routine and dis- 
cipline. 

The greatest test of a huntsman’s 
worth is the way he handles his 
young hounds. In the first place 
he must gain their affection and 
trust, so that they look to him for 
guidance, and instantly obey his 
orders; this process begins from the 
very first day they are walked out 
with the rest of the pack in the fields 
round the kennels. It proceeds as 
they begin road exercise, when 
young hounds are usually put on 
couples at first, to prevent them 
breaking away. But a good hunts- 
man will have them off the couples, 
and behaving like sensible members 
of the pack in a very short time. At 
a word from him or the whipper-in 
they will “hold over” to the side of 
the road to let traffic pass or if al- 
lowed to range a bit on the grass, 
will return at the word of command.

The art of the huntsman lies in get- 
ting his hounds to do exactly what 
he wants, with the minimum of fuss 
and noise. If is a matter of personal 
magnetism, a charm of voice and 
manner, impossible to describe, but 
a heaven-born gift. Some men have 
it, some have not. At this early 
morning exercise, so important in 
getting hounds fit, you can tell a 
bad huntsman half a mile away, by 
the smacking of whips, the ratings 
from the whippers-in, and the con- 
stant blowing of the horn. With a 
good man you don’t know they’re 
there till you hear the clip-clop of 
hooves and they swing round the 
corner to meet you, quietly and or- 
derly, each hound in his place. He 
pulls up to have a word and let you 
look them over, and they ‘‘pack up” 
round his horse, looking up at him 
for instructions. If one of them 
strolls away, a quiet word from the 
whippers-in, ‘‘Here again, Barmaid”’ 
and Barmaid one of the puppies by 
the way, rejoins the throng. That 


huntsman has got his hounds where 
he wants them. With the other man 
they would be half over the coun- 
tryside if he stopped for a minute, 
and he’d be blowing his horn fit to 
bust. 

Cub-hunting, the prelude to the 
season proper, starts, and now the 
puppy’s education begins in earnest. 
Aided py his own instinct, he learns 
his lessons by the example of the 
veterans of the pack. Young hounds, 
with some of the old schoolmasters, 
are taken to a quiet covert where 
there are known to be cubs, and 
they rout them about. The young- 
ster has no idea as yet of what he’s 
supposed to do. A rabbit pops up 
under his nose, and away he goes 
in full cry. A whipper-in rates 
him, not too harshly..seems like 
he mustn’t hunt rabbit! This lesson 
takes a deal of learning; some 
hounds will always riot after rabbits 
till a fox is afoot. Our puppy now 
tags along for a bit behind the 
huntsman; round about him some old

hounds are industriously drawing the 
covert; the huntsman encourages 
him to join in. Is this the big idea! 
but what about those rabbits? 
Another one pops up in front of 
him, and away he goes with squeals 
of delight. Let him alone; he’ll 
come to it in time. ..And then old 
hounds get on the line of a cub and 
begin to throw their tongues. The 
huntsman touches his horn and 
cheers them. Gee! that sounds inter- 
esting; he leaves his rabbit and goes 
to investigate what all the noise is 
about. Maybe the cub slips across 
the ride,just in front of him, and an 
old hound follows with lashing stern; 
he gets a whiff of the scent and puts 
his nose down. That’s the stuff! 
Before he knows it, he is throwing 
his tongue with the true fox-note, 
very different to the puppy squeaks 
with which he chased that rabbit. 
“Yoi at ‘im, Ravager, old man!”, 
cheers the huntsman. “Have at ‘em 
then!” Our puppy has entered!

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C. E. Wilson Painted 
By George Shepherd 


On Favorite Hunter 


The picture on the cover of The 
Chronicle this week is of one of the 
country’s great industrialists, C. E. 
Wilson, President of General Motors 
Corporation, who has been a follow- 
er of the Metamora Hounds and is 
still a keen foxhunter when time 
permits. The painting is of Mr. Wil- 
son on his favorite hunter, Duke, 
and was painted by George Shepherd 
from a photograph and then given 
to Mr. Wilson as a surprise by his 
wife. 

Duke and his owner have not been 
hunting for the past few years due 
to the pressure of business, but it 
has not stilled Mr. Wilson’s interest 
in the sport, which as he says “is a 
great sport if you like horses,’ and 
adding somewhat wistfully, “have 
the time.’”’ 

In commenting on the picture, 
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Mr. Shepherd says, ‘Duke would 
never win a model class, but he has 
had the satisfaction of carrying his 
owner safely over many a fence with 
the natural result that each has a 
healthy regard for the other.’ Mr. 
Shepherd visited the Wilson place 
a number of times to see the horse 
although Duke and his owner never 
posed for the painting which came 
as a complete surprise to Mr. Wil- 
son. As Mr. Shepherd says, “there 
was no attempt to add any style to 
the picture, it was done just as they 
appeared one fall day when the 
photograph was taken. 

George Shepherd studied at the 
Chicago Art Institute, becoming a 
full-time student there at the age of 
18. Then as now, the Chicago Art 
Institute ranked among the world’s 
leading institutions teaching the 
fine arts. Surrounded by a magnifi- 
cent permanent art collection, sup- 
plemented pby frequent passing ex- 
hibitions, its students worked under 
the guidance of a brilliant staff. The 
severe practice of academic drawing 
and painting was stressed. At the 
Art Institute he had to learn to do 
things as they were——with due re- 
gard for all the laws of perspective, 
color, light and composition. 

After finishing his course of study 
at the Art Institute he located in the 
Fine Arts Building, Chicago, Here he 
rubbed elbows daily with such ar- 
tists, designers, and cartoonists as 
John T. McCutcheon, J. Allan St. 
John, Ralph Clarkson, Oliver Den- 
net Grover, and many others. Artis- 
tically speaking, it was a very in- 
spiring atmosphere. He kept up with 
his studies—always with the stress 
on the academic technique. His 
teachers, fellow students, and his 
associates all subscribed to the same 
school of thought. 

Beginning in 1921 he entered a 
period of commercial painting on 
such subjects as steel mills, archi- 
tecture and architectual renderings 
in all media—pencil, charcoal, pas- 
tel, water color, oils,—illustrating 
for reproduction in black and white 
and in color. 

Finally in 1928 he moved to De- 
troit. Here he devoted most of his
